Some time later the injunction that had been granted the 
Pennsylvania by a lower court, restraining the labor board from 
publishing its rebuke of the railroad, was taken tip to the United 
States supreme court which upheld the jurisdiction of the labor 
board. 
This was a vindication of the position taken by the Dis- 
patch last fall. 
The rebuke of this railroad expressed by the United States 
lalmr board states that the shop employees of this road were de­ 
prived of “essential rights” to which congress had declared them 
entitled. 
The ground of the criticism lies in the fact that the 
railroad had refused to count ballots cast for the shopcrafts union 
representatives because it favored a company association. 
The labor lioard says, in defining the rights of the employees 
of the Pennsylvania, “If employee representation means anything 
at all, it signifies the right of a class of employees, through ma­ 
jority action, to select their own representatives to negotiate with 
the carrier agreements covering wages and working conditions.”
